JOINT RESOLUTION 

Relating to the proposed distribution of war trophies by the 
federal government. 

WHEREAS, Congress has passed an act providing for an equit-
able distribution of war trophies among the several states in pro-
portion to the number of men each furnished to the armed forces 
of the world war; and 

WHEREAS, The following list of such trophies has been allotted 
to the state of Wisconsin as its share, to-wit:

pose of carrying out the proposed distribution of such articles, 
and 

WHEREAS, Before these trophies are turned over, it will be nec-
essary for the state of Wisconsin to appropriate money with 
which to pay the cost of shipping and handling the same ; now, 
therefore, be it 

Resolved by the Assembly, the Senate concurring, That it is the 
sense of this legislature that the offer of a share of these war 
trophies to the state of Wisconsin be rejected ; and be it further 

Resolved, That a copy of this resolution, properly attested, be 
sent to the United States Secretary of War.
